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report of the registrar of 



1855 being in the custody of the Registrar of Friendly Societies, and those 
since that date being with the Clerk of the Peace. It seems very desirable that 
benefit building societies should be regulated by a statute relating solely to the 
objects for which they are established. 

The Registrar has had several -applications to certify the rules of mutual loan 
fund societies, and in many cases the applicants have applied for the sanction of 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department, but the Registrar has been 
unable to recommend, in the present state of the law, the establishment of such 

societies. . 

In connection with loan fund societies the Registrar has to report, the only 
case of issuing fictitious rules which has come under liis notice since his 
appointment. 

In the month of June 1868 a complaint was made to him that a society, 
styled the Commercial Loan Fund Society, improperly detained a sum of money 
belonging to a member who had given notice of withdrawal ; and a printed rule 
book, purporting to be the rules of “The Commercial Loan Fund Society, at 40, 
William-street, in the city of Dublin,” was produced to him, the certificate to 
which was dated the 13tli April 1863, and purported to be signed by the 
Registrar. Upon examining the rules certified upon that date, it was found that 
no such society had ever been certified, but that the rules of a loan fund society, 
with a different name, had been certified, and the spurious rules had been copied 
from those of the certified society, merely changing the name; and upon appli- 
cation to the secretary the Registrar received a reply from him informing him 
that the Commercial Loan Fund Society had ceased to exist since Christmas 
1867, but giving no information as to the certificate to the rules or the probability 
of payment of the claims of the creditors. 

The Registrar at once took steps to ascertain under what circumstances his 
name had been affixed to these rules, and bad obtained the necessary information, 
when the person who could prove the offence died, and he has not as yet been 
able to obtain sufficient evidence to enable him to institute proceedings. There 
is a Commercial Loan Fund Society, duly certified, in Dublin, which has no 
connection with the above society. 

The Registrar has been applied to to certify the rules of branches established 
in Ireland of societies legally certified in England and Scotland ; but he has 
declined to do so, except as distinct societies whose funds should remain in 
Ireland under the control of the members there. He finds, however, that 
several societies, both in England and Scotland, have established branches in 
Ireland, and advertise themselves as duly certified societies in Ireland, which 
they are not. 

The Registrar lias also been asked to certify trade rules, and is of opinion 
that some protection is necessary for the funds of trade societies similar to that 
given by the 44th section of 18 & 19 Viet. c. 63, to societies established for 
legal purposes. 

A great number of societies have invested their funds in the Post Office 
Savings Bank, and the members seem now to prefer that mode of investment. 

In conclusion, the Registrar begs to express a hope that, during next Session, 
the law relating to benefit societies will be placed upon a more satisfactory 
footing.
